THE PEAK TRAMWAY. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THE “DATLY PRESS.” 

Sir,—Several days haviog elapaed since the 
lato socidont ooourrod on tho Pook Tramway 
apparently without anything baing done. to pro- 
venta rapetition of such an aceidont, F-vanture ta 
address the powors that bo and the publio.on the 
subject. Unsolicited advica is often‘nnthanked, 
but as this isa matter affacting tha life and 
security of the publia it needs no appology. for 
what I am obout to do, bat it¢appoars rathor to 
be adnty to ventilate this publicly in order 
that in fatare the responsibility for an acct. 
dent auch s¢ lately’ ocurred may rest with 
those controlling the Company's basiness. No 
pessonger railway,in Hogland. would bo al- 
lowed by the Board of Trade to rou with 
tho appliances hers allowod, as ia xii cases. where 
thero aro important urossings interlocking: 
gear is compulsory: To construct proper in- 
terlocking apparatus, which at ‘the sami 
time would work tha points antomatically (and 
thus avoid all possibility of accident), would cost 
at the outside $100, and could be completed in 
three days without interfering with the working 
of the lina; such an apparatus would disponso 
with the pointemen at $19. per month and there- 
fora would pay for itself in 54 mouths. Now 
if tho above statement: is troo, ‘a very sorions 
responsibility will rest on someone in the event 
of 6 similar accident taking place under the 
present arrangements, The tramway is such a 
boon to the pablicthatany, mishap tending to dia- 
olace public confidence would bs regrettable, apart 
from tho faot that danger to tife and limb as well 
ae sorions expense to thosharaholders is involved. 
As the possibility of such an accidont as tho pro- 
sant was foresoon by several, so I may point-out 
the dangorous charactar af the depressing gear 
uoar Plantation Road, for, should this apparatus 
bo derailed on the yp journey, an unpleasant ex: 
perience is in store for the passengrara; I admit 
the p isa somewhat ramote one, bat as 
thore is awell-known contrivance for suohpurpose 
that is absolutely safe, aud ia also inexpansity, 
there. is no axonsa for retain'ng the prasent 
olumsy and troublesome geur. As the tramivay 
is. being. worked so well and with so mobi re- 
gard for public convenianos, I feel sare it is-ouly 
necessary to point thesa, things ont to have them 
remedied. ae ‘
